Rabinowitz 
tells why

Hospitals may limit patients 
due to shortage of beds

TEL AVIV. — Tel Aviv hospitals 
may have to decrease their number 
of patients due to a severe bed 
shortage aggravated by delays in 
the completion of an annex at Tchi- 
lov Hospital.

TEL AVIV, — “There's no detergent 
that can wash the blood off Yasser 
Arafat's hands,” former Prime Min- 
ister Golda Meir said in an uddress 
on Monday night to 200 American 
Jewish leaders of the United Jewish 
Appeal at the Hilton Hotel. She 
was reacting to recent votes by the 
International Civil Aviation Orguniz- 
ation, Unesco and the UN, granting 
observer status to the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO!. 

Recalling 2 remark made by 8 
British statesman to Chaim Weiz- 
mann that when expediency clashes 
with moral principles, expediency 
takes the upper hand, Mrs. Meir 
noted that those at the UN are 
practical people. “On the one hand 
are the lives of children; on the 
other, oil, energy and money.” 

In the course of her address, Mrs. 
Meir attacked Dr. Nahum Gold- 
man, Tito and Willy Brandt say- 
ing "They have agreed that time 
is working against Israel. Therefore 
we must work against time. That 
is, we must run to the 1967 bor- 
ders," she said ironically, "Perhaps 
time is against us, but we have 
remained alive by our obstinacy. We 
will continue to remain alive.” 

Mrs. Meir went on to note Unat 
tf all the sacrifices Israelis are 
called upon to make are just for 
Israel, then they are not worth it. 
“Six million Jews died during the 
Holocaust. Why are three million Is- 
raelis any more important? The sa- 
erifices that we make here ure only 
worthwhile if we are convinced 
that the future existence of tne 
Jewish People as a whole depends 
on the existence of Israel. ΤῸ me 
jt is clear that you and we are 
one.” 

Mrs. Meir said sue hoped the 
devotion of the UJA delegates to 
Israel] would not lesson despite the 
presence here of what she referred 
to 85 “scoundrels.” The activities of 
these “scoundrels” in recent weeks 
have made her ashamed, she said and 
deplored, as insulting, the behaviour 
of the Russian Jews who have emi- 
grated to Belgium and have request- 
ed to stay there.

Avocados 


to cost less

ASHDOD. — The price of avocados 
is expected to drop considerably 
during the next few weeks because 
of a breakdown in the refrigeration 
system of a Norwegian ship work- 

ing for Agrexco. 

About 130 tons of avocados were 
removed from the ship and made 
available for local consumption. Yo- 
sef Gores, secretary-general of the 
Fruit Production and Marketing 
Bourd, said yesterday that the main 
way of persuading people to eat 
more avocados 15 to lower the price, 
although he refuged to say what the 
price would be. 

Mr. Gores estimated that weekly 
consumption of avocados during the 
past few weeks, which has been 
the start of the avocado season, was 
about 20 tons. 

The ship left Ashdod on Saturday 
en route to France with about 300 
tons of avocados, but had to return 
after several hours because of the 
breakdown in the refrigeration unit. 
IsracH technicians worked around- 
the-clock and repaired the unit by 
Monday afternon. However, officials 
decided to replace about 130 tons 
of avocados with fresher fruit. 

Moshe Shavit, managing director 
of Agrexco, stated yesterday that 
all goods on the ship — about 30 
tons of frozen dates and goose fat 
in addition to the avocados — were 
insured. He said the goods would 
be checked again by Agrexco and 
Insurance company officials when 
the ship reaches Marseilles.

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Dinitz and the airlift controversy 


ON MONDAY NIGHT, October 8, 
1973 — just two days after Egypt 
and Syria attacked Israel — Israel's 
Ambassador to the United States, 
Simcha Dinitz, attended ἃ small, 
informal party at the home of Mr. 
David Brody, in Chevy Chase. 
‘What was the Ambassador doing 
at the party, at a time when the 
survival of the State of Israel was 
endangered? Was it important for 
him to be there? The answers to 
these questions are a key to under- 
standing Dinitz's controversial role 
during the first week of the Yom 
Kippur War, his general attitude 
towards Congress aud the Adminis- 
tration, and bis own personality. 
David Brody is the director of 
the Washington office of the Anti- 
Defamation League of the Bnai Brith. 
The party hed been scheduled weeks 
before the wer. Scheduled invited 
guests included Senators, Represen- 
tatives and administration officials; 


" Dinitz had been asked to come as 


guest of honour, and bad accepted. 

But Dinitz's father died on the 
Friday before the war and he flew 
home to Iarsel for the funeral, in- 
tending to stay for the shiv’a. 

On Saturday moruing, Mrs. Golda 
Meir summoned Dinitz — her long- 
time assistant — to her Jerusalem 
Office. She told him that Syria and 
Egypt were about to attack and 
he would have to return to Wash- 

immediately, 

‘By 5 o'clock on Sunday afternoon, 
Dinitz was at the State Department 
for his first meeting with Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger. 


Kissinger’s intent 

‘Mrs. Meir bad instructed the Am- 
bassador to ask the United States 
to accelerate the delivery of those 
arms already on order. She said 
that, despite Israeli intelligence's op- 
timistic predictions, it would be im- 
portant to have equipment to re- 
Place expected losses. But the con- 
tingency of a military air lift was 
not even discussed. 

At the State Department, the 
Secretary told Diniz that U.S. in- 
telligence reports agreed with the 
Israel assessment that it would pe 
a short war, perhaps even shorter 
than the Six Day War. Dinitz re- 
turned home very confident. 

Next morning, Dinitz was at his 
office early, He asked his secretary 
to tell David Brody that if his 
party were still going to take place. 
te would be there. She was told 
that Senators Frank Church, Walter 
Mondale, Gale McGee, and Philip 
Bart, as well as Arthur Burns of 
the Federal Reserve Bank had all ac- 
cepted invitations and that it would 
be a good opportunity to push 
Israel's case among influential 
Americans. 

At the party, the Ambassador was 
asked to give the guests the latest

Afterwards, Dinitz began to 
mingle with the guests. When he 
wants to, he can be the diplomat's 
diplomat, He talked to Democratic 
Senator Church, who will take over 
ag chairman of the powerful Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee when 
Sen. John Sparkmen retires, At 
Brody's party, no one knew Senator 
Fulbright would soon be out. But 
Dinitz was courting Church, none- 
theless. For Lsrae), it is crucial that 
all members of the Forelpn Rela- 
tions Committee be friendly towards 
the Jewish State. 

Tt was no secret in Washington 
that when Dinitz arrived in April 
1973, relations between the Embassy 
end the Democratic Party were in 
need of — to say the least. 
Dinitz had his work cut out for 
him. He recognized the challenge 
and began to rebuild these tradi- 
tlonally close tes. 

In the process of attempting to 
rebuild ties with the Democratic 
Party, Dinitz has not alienated the 
Republicans, whose friendship he 
continues to seek. He treads the 
delicate line between partisan = ri- 
valries, certain that support for 
Israel encompasses both sides. 

David Brody, who spends much of 
bis time on the Hill says that 
Dinitz is “highly regarded. very 
effective... persuasive.. and very 
well-liked.” Others generally concur. 

At Brody’s party, Dinitz spoke 
privately in a corner with Church, 
for about 15 minutes. 

‘The next day, Church made the 
following statement in the Senate: 
“In view of the rapid replenishment 
of weaponry being furnished Egypt 
and Syria by their Arab nelghbours, 
we must see to it that Israel is 
promptly supplied with such re- 
placement of equipment as she may 
need to defend herself," 

Those insiders who were at 
Brody’s party find it naive to as- 
fume that Church's strong statement 
— which had reverberations in the 
State Department, the Pentagon and 
the White House — wag a mere 
eoincidence, unrelated to his private 
chat with Dinitz Even though Di- 
nitz was optimistic in his assess- 
ment of the war, he was tapicghed 
no chances: he was beginning to 
lobby quietly among Israel’s best 
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supporters — the Congress — in case 
the Administration was not forth: 
coming, and preysure was needed. 

The war raped on. On Tuesday, 
Dinitz received the first information 
from Israel that thongs were not 
going well. He would have to fo 
to the Administration with much 
more substantial requests. Israel 
needed many tanks, planes, armour- 
ed vehicles — even ammunition. The 
only soluHion would be for the 
United States to begin ἃ mussive 
resupply operation — an airlift. DI- 
nitz officially asked Kissinger for 
an airlift for the first time on 
Tuesday night. 

Here the stories of the events 
which followed until the airlift ac- 
tually began on Saturday night 
significantly differ, OBS correspon- 
dents Marvin and Bernard Kalb 
argue in their blography of Kissin- 
ger that the Secretary tried desper- 
ately to get the airlift moving, but 
was challenged by bureaucratic re- 
sistance in the Pentagon, which was 
fearful of an Arab oil embargo as 
well as ἃ depletion of its stockpiles 
of conventional arms, 

Other writers — among them Tad 
Szule in “New York Magazine” and 
Edward N. Luttwak and Walter 
Laqueur in “Commentary” — 1ccuse 
Kissinger of tricking Dinitz into be- 
lieving that the delay was caused 
by the Pentagon, when in fact 
Kissinger himself was to blame. 

Golda’s instractions 

Luttwak and Laqueur charge that 
Kilssinger's objective was to try to 
persuade Dinitz to refrain from 
“going public." They wrote: “If 
Dinitz could be persuaded that 
matters were best handled by ‘high 
level’ diplomacy, he would refrain 
from soliciting the support of Israel's 
friends on Capitol Hill. In other 
words, Dinitz could help to contain 
public pressures for aid to Israc! 
that the Administration could re- 
sist in no other way.” 

Did Dinitz in fact fail to mobilize 
Israel's friends? 

As a result of conversations with 
many informed Israeli and Ameri- 
ean sources, this observer has con- 
eluded that during those four 
days ile. after Tuesday! Dinitz did 
try to arouse his supporters — but 
he did it privately and behind the 
scenes s0 as not to antagonize the 
Administration, whose good-will 
would — in the end — be necessary 
to supply those arms to Israel. 

The relationship between officials 
of the Israeli Government in the 
United States and American Jews 
is a sensitive subject. American 
Jews do not like to be accused of 
dual loyality. 

During that first week of the 
war, pro-Israel Senators, Represen- 
tatlves, journalists and others began 
telephoning the Embassy, looking

From Wednesday to Saturday 
night, when the airlift secretly 
began, many of those involved in the 
strugs gle to get it moving say that 
it was 2 very confusing thme.

Diplomats at the Embassy have 
conflicting reports. This is proba- 
bly because Dinitz runs a very 
tight embassy. He has been accus- 
ed of running the Embassy in the 
same manner in which Kissinger 
administers the State Department: 
only their most senior and trusted 
aldes are actually made aware of 
events —- end this small group for- 
mulates and executes policy. 

However there can be no doubt 
that Jewish lobbyists, their friends 
on the Hill and the Embassy itself 
were pressuring for action. Accor- 
ding tv sources close to Sen. Jack- 
son's office, the Senator and Dinitz 
spoke often during those days. And 
Jackson was busy speaking to. 
Schlesinger, demanding ‘an alrlift. . 
Several House and Senate members " 
οἵ the Armed Services Committees ᾿ 
were contacting thelr friends at: 
Defence, on Israel's behalf. 

Was their action directed to the 
wrong place? Should those calls 
have been made to State, where 
Luttwak and Laqueur claim the de- | 
lay really began?
